portunity presented. Most-of my potatoes were sold: to. consumers; 
occasionally I would exchange for trade at the store. My cattle were 
handled arid sold as I could, to drovers or butchers. 
I handled nearly all my grain by grinding and feeding to my 
‘stock, I sold all I could raise, but this way of selling drove me to buy

Now Iam inteceaiea in the settlenient of Crawford county and 
will do all I can to help the project along. Its land will compare fav- 
orably with any county im the state, Its soll is good ite ait is 
healthy, its scenery is beautiful, and had I not burned ont and my loss 
so heavy, and the loss of one of my family, and nearty losing my wife 
—an she han not seen a well day since—I should be living there now. 

Were we able to work as we did when there we would be back 

- there in old Crawford county.
